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Airport’s £4.4m scheme 
takes wing amid criticism

PLANS for a multi-million pound 
rejuvenation of Rochester Airport 
were cleared for take off on 
Thursday - leaving opponents 
fuming at what they term merely 
“a vanity project”. 

Full planning permission was 
given by Medway Council which 
will see £4.4 million of taxpayers’ 
money ploughed into breathing 
new life into the site. 

It will include installing a paved 
runway, decommissioning one of 
the two existing grass runways for 
a high-tech business park, plus the 
building of a new control tower 
and office facilities. It will not 
become a major commercial 
airport, but hopes to build on its 
current client base. 

Deputy leader of Medway Council, 
Alan Jarrett, said: “We aim to 
safeguard aviation for business, 
heritage and leisure use in this 
well-connected location as well as 
releasing new land for jobs in Medway. 

“Now these plans have been 
approved, we can look forward to 
work commencing later in the year. 

“Public investment will be more

than repaid from the development 
of high-tech business facilities, 
which will bring new jobs and 
increasing prosperity to Medway.” 

It is thought it will provide up to 
1,000 jobs 

However, the opposition Labour 
group have slammed the decision. 

They say it flies in the face of public 
opinion. Medway Labour’s commu¬ 
nity spokesperson Glyn Griffiths said: 
“This announcement by the airport 
obsessed Tories at Medway Council 


highlights to residents just how out of 
touch the Tories are both locally and 
nationally. 

“For their colleagues in Govern¬ 
ment to approve the hard paving of 
Rochester airport’s runway at the 
cost of £4.4m whilst rejecting 
improvements to Chatham and 
Strood railway stations, improve¬ 
ments which would have brought 
about much needed regeneration, 
is beyond belief. 

“We surveyed close to a thousand 


residents in Medway late last year 
and asked them what they would 
spend £4.4m of taxpayer’s money 
on in the community. 

“The results we received from 
Medway residents unearthed no 
support whatsoever for taxpayer’s 
money to be spent on concreting 
over a runway. 

“What it did unearth however 
was the need for better local roads, 
cleaner streets and more money to 
be put into fixing potholes.”

Prisons inspector raps 
out warning over court 
custody conditions 


COURT custody facilities have been 
told to improve by the chief inspector 
of prisons, Nick Hardwick. 

It follows the findings of a report by 
the independent HM Inspectorate of 
Prisons into the two crown courts and 
eight magistrates’ courts in the county. 

Key complaints were that the 
management of custody was 
fragmented and ineffectual and that 
responsibility for custody was split 
between several organisations whose 
staff rarely met together, and none 
had overall responsibility for the 
whole operation. 

Inspectors were also concerned to 
find that custody staff were allowed 
little discretion, resulting in 
disproportionate and unreasonable 
treatments, such as the handcuffing 
of compliant detainees, including 
women and children; at some courts, 
there were too few custody staff to 
ensure detainees were safe; the care 
of detainees, including those 
vulnerable due to ill health and age, 
or because they had attempted to 


self-harm, were given very little 
importance; the condition of the 
custody suites was among the worst 
inspectors had seen, with many cells 
covered in obscene or racist graffiti; 
and the cleaning and maintenance 
contractor was not fulfilling the 
terms of their contract. 

It was not all bad, however, with 
the county praised for its use of 
so-called ‘virtual courts’ where 
detainees appear via video link. 

Mr Hardwick said: “Those detained 
at Kent courts should be held in a 
safer and more decent environment 
than is currently in place. 

“This report contains recommen¬ 
dations we hope will encourage the 
various agencies involved to work 
together more effectively to eliminate 
the serious problems we found.” 

Crown courts in Canterbury and 
Maidstone and magistrates in 
Sevenoaks, Margate, Maidstone, 
Dartford, Medway, Canterbury, 

Dover and Folkestone were part of 
the inspection, conducted last July.

Stack row rolls into the 
House of Commons as 
PM joins solution debate

PRIME minister David Cameron has 
waded into the debate over chaos 
caused by Operation Stack, after 
vowing his Government would hold 
an “urgent review” into the problem. 

It follows several days of problems 
last month when delays at the Chan¬ 
nel Tunnel saw Stack implemented. 

It turns part of the M20 into a 
lorry park to ease the congestion 
heading to the ports at Dover of the 
Channel Tunnel just outside Folke¬ 
stone. As a consequence, other mo¬ 
torway traffic is forced onto our A- 
roads. 

Mr Cameron had been asked 
about the Government’s response 
during Prime Minister’s Questions 
in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday by Dover MP, the Tory 
Charlie Elphicke. 

Mr Elphicke asked: “Will the 
prime minister support finding a 
long term solution to this problem a 
national strategic priority and con-

sider using lorry levied funds to help 
pay for it? ” 

In response, the PM said: “I under¬ 
stand [Mr Elphicke] has met with my 


right honourable friend the roads 
minister. 

“As a result we have ordered an 
urgent review to locate the contin¬ 
gency arrangements for the M20, 
A20 and for the M2 and A2 in the 
event of severe disruption at the Eu¬ 
rotunnel and Channel ports taking 
note of the recent congestion. 

“It’s important we learn the les¬ 
sons from this incident and if this 
report comes up with good sugges¬ 
tions then obviously we will look at 
them carefully.” 

Paul Watkins, leader of Dover Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “Any solutions 
need to be sustainable to both im¬ 
prove management of traffic to and 
from the port, and to meet the day- 
to-day needs of town traffic. 

“Local businesses, residents and 
visitors need to be assured that these 
matters are addressed once and for all. 

“To this end, we have agreed the 
A20 junction works should be post¬ 
poned until the autumn and the out¬ 
come of the review ordered by the 
roads minister, and further assess¬ 
ments are carried out.”

Chimp convoy 
to jet into park 
this summer 


A GROUP of chimpanzees are set to jet 
into a purpose-built facility at a popular 
wildlife park this summer. 

The creatures will be flown in from a 
facility in the US to the Wingham 
Wildlife Park, near Canterbury. 

Park owner Tony Binskin said: “We 
have wanted to bring chimpanzees to 
the county since we took over the park 
and have been working on such a 
project for around four years now. 

“This is certainly going to be our 
biggest venture to date, and everyone is 
very excited about it. 

“This is very precious cargo, and we are 
adamant that all the chimpanzees arrive 
at the park safely, as quickly as possible 
and as a whole group in a single trip.” 

Park chiefs are now looking to team 
up with an airline to help them 
transport the chimps. 

The educational value of primates will 
allow the team at Wingham Wildlife 
Park to help educate the more than 400 
schools that visit the site every year. 

Mr Binskin added: “From the social 
interactions, politics and team work 
present in so many aspects of primate 
society, there really is a lot we can learn 
from some of our closest relatives. This 
exhibit is going to give us a great chance 
to help our visitors learn these lessons.” 


RSPCA probe after

KCC accused of ‘classic smoke and 
mirrors’ over controversial light plan 

The latest war of words has erupted after Kent County Council was accused of a U-turn over its street 
light switch-off plan. But is its £40m LED scheme quite what it seems? It could take years to secure 
the necessary funding and years to then install. Molly Kersey takes a look at the saga’s latest chapter 


C RITICS have slammed Kent 
County Council (KCC) for 
taking a ‘smoke and mir¬ 
rors’ approach in the latest 
twist to its controversial 
street light switch-off plans. 

Many across the county have ex¬ 
pressed unease over the scheme so 
far, which has seen a trial switch off 
of lights in certain areas during the 
early hours of the morning. 

It has sparked concerns it raises the 
fear of crime and could cause acci¬ 
dents. KCC insists it will save around 
£1 million-a-year in electricity bills. 

Although the trial data will not be 
examined until later this year, there 
is a demand for the lights to go back 
on. 

Now, though, the county council 
has merged the debate over the lights 
with potential plans to spend £40m 
on replacing the lights with energy¬ 
saving LED bulbs. 

That, it now says, could mean all 
the lights going back on during the 
hours of darkness. 

But the LED scheme requires the 


council to obtain the £40m needed to 
pay for it through grants - money 
that could take years to secure. 

Changing the lights over is also a 
process which could take three years 
to complete. 

All of which has led opponents of 
the plan to claim KCC chiefs are delib¬ 
erately looking to confuse the public 
by muddying two separate issues. 

“I think it’s classic smoke and mir¬ 
rors by the Kent County Council Con¬ 
servative administration,” said La¬ 
bour local and county councillor 
Mike Eddy. 

“Yes, it’s a sensible thing to do, but 
the sensible thing to have done would 
have been to get that loan a few years 
back and start that process rather 
than switching the lights off.” 

When KCC originally announced 
the LED plans last year, it said it was 
an entirely separate issue to the cur¬ 
rent switch-off trial. 

Tim Prater, Liberal Democrat par¬ 
ish councillor for Sandgate, near 
Folkestone, said: “It’s quite clear they 
were told they were making a terrible

mistake. They made a mistake and 
they are now trying to work their 
way out of a terrible mistake without 
putting their hands up and admitting 
that what people told them was true. 

“It would be an awful lot more 
honest if they started with the 
opening line ‘we got that wrong, let’s 
fix it’ instead of acting like they 
are trying to present it as a massive 


step forward. It’s their fault.” 

David Brazier, KCC cabinet member 
for environment and transport who is 
spearheading the plans, denied the 
allegations. 

He said: “There are those who have 
talked of U-turns and egg on face, but 
LED is a great force for growth. 

“We recognise that our lighting 
scheme has upset some members of 
the public. They associate street light¬ 
ing with discouraging crime and 
making accidents less likely. 

“We meet with Kent Police on a 
regular basis and they have indicated 
that there has been no overall in¬ 
crease in crime since the introduction 
of part-night lighting. 

“However, many residents want all 
night lighting and this will be afford¬ 
able with LED technology while deliv¬ 
ering huge savings in energy and car¬ 
bon tax.” 

Labour’s Mike Eddy agreed that, en¬ 
vironmentally, LED is a better solution 
but KCC still had a case to answer. 

He explained: “I am very much in 
favour of that move, but it’s going to 


take at least three years and it would 
have been infinitely better to do it 
first. 

“The amount they are saving is 
peanuts when you look at the annual 
general budget.” 

Trudy Dean, leader of the Liberal 
Democrats on KCC, added: “There’s a 
certain lack of clarity about what’s ac¬ 
tually intended. I think it’s the right de¬ 
cision to go to LED. 

“If they are returning the lights 
then they must have accepted the ar¬ 
gument that, from a safety point of 
view, that is what people want.” 

Subject to budget and affordability, 
conversion to LED could start later 
this year or early 2016. It would take 
three years to complete. 

In the meantime, areas where 
street lights have been turned off will 
have to continue to put up with the 
darkness. 

KCC rolled out a two phase switch- 
off programme. 

Phase one involved around 2,500 
selected street lights being switched 
off in areas where they would not

have been installed if they had been 
built today. 

Phase two involved part-night 
lighting, with some lights being 
turned off between midnight and 
5.30am or lam and 6.30am during 


summer time. 

The 70,000 lights that have part- 
night lighting installed make up 
about 60 per cent of those owned by 
Kent County Council. 

The year-long trial will be reviewed 


in coming months, when KCC will con¬ 
sult with police to see if there has been 
any impact on crime and crashes. 

The council says that lights will be 
switched on in the areas which have 
seen a rise. 


Many, however, say the switch-off 
plan has been a simple failure. 

A Right to Light e-petition in 
Gravesend hopes to secure the 10,000 
signatures needed to force a KCC de¬ 
bate on the issue. 


An initial petition swiftly collected 
the 1,500 names needed to trigger a de¬ 
bate at Gravesham Borough Council. 

Now, the organiser, Tina Brooker, in¬ 
sists she is closing in on the 10,000 mark. 

She started the e-petition after peo¬ 
ple tried to break into her disabled 
neighbour’s house. 

She explained: “There are so many 
night workers - care workers, taxi 
drivers, hospital workers. Even if 
crime is not rising on their streets, 
their fear of crime is and people are 
feeling vulnerable.” 

Others have echoed this view too. 

Councillor Tanmanjeet Singh Dhe- 
si is the Labour parliamentary candi¬ 
date for the Gravesham seat. 

He said: “While it’s to be welcomed 
that we are moving down that line, 
which will be more environmentally 
friendly, in the interim we should be 
having the lights switched back on. 

“There’s no saying when the LED 
lights will be in place and when we will 
have that central controlled system. 

“On the door step it’s a constant fea¬ 
ture whereby residents along various 
streets are not happy with the situa¬ 
tion, especially care workers and peo¬ 
ple doing night shift work. They are 
constantly complaining that they are 
tripping up on the pavement as they 
are coming back and using torches on 
the way back to the front door. 

“They are fearful of being attacked. 

“We are just putting up with a situ¬ 
ation that’s not desirable. All we can 
do is petition and complain.” 

A spokesperson for Kent Police 
said: “It is too early to say if switching 
street lights off has had an impact on 
crime. We monitor crime levels close¬ 
ly and continue to liaise with KCC on 
a regular basis so that any observa¬ 
tions or concerns can be raised.”

A full set of fixed 
teeth in just 
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Academy confirms crunch talks 
with Government over its future 

Leaders of troubled school meet with Department for Education and sponsors over immediate plans 


K ENT’S poorest performing 
secondary school is in 
talks with the Depart¬ 
ment for Education about 
its future after coming 
eighth from bottom in the national 
GCSE league tables, writes Sarah 
Linney. 

Its senior leadership team says the 
outcome of the discussions - between 
the Government department and the 
school’s sponsors - will be announced 
‘within weeks’. 

The Marlowe Academy, in Ram¬ 
sgate, achieved the worst GCSE results 
in the county last year, with just 13 
per cent of pupils getting five A* to C 
grades including English and maths. 

And last year’s Year Seven intake 
attracted just 32 Year 7 pupils, de¬ 
spite having capacity for 180. 

While there is no suggestion the 
school is to close - it is not in special 
measures, from which it extricated 
itself in 2013 - serious questions are 
being asked about how it is to move 
forward from here. 

It is all a far cry from the high hopes 
amid which the school opened ten 
years ago in a shiny new £30 million 
building. Reborn from the ashes of 
the failing Ramsgate School, the Mar¬ 
lowe was the first school in Kent to 
become an academy and was bank¬ 
rolled by Saga billionaire Roger de 
Haan, who has poured millions into 
philanthropic projects in east Kent. 

Yet fewer than one pupil in seven is 
achieving the Government’s expect¬ 
ed standard at GCSE. Five GCSEs at A* 
to C, including maths and English, is 
the benchmark score for GCSEs. The 


Government’s target for schools is 
that 40 per cent of pupils should 
achieve this. 

Education consultant Peter Read is 
a former Gravesend head teacher who 
now advises on school appeals and 
admissions through his consultancy, 
Kent Independent Education Advice. 
He said the school stands on the cusp 
of becoming unviable because it 
would be unable to offer a broad cur¬ 
riculum at GCSE with such small 
numbers. 

“I can’t see how it can survive,” Mr 
Read said. He highlighted the issue in 
last weekend’s KoS when he revealed 
the admission numbers for last Sep¬ 
tember. 

“They won’t be able to afford small 
classes at GCSE because their funding 
is linked to the number of pupils. 
Their funding is drying up fast and 
they are employing unqualified 
teachers. 

“Vocational courses are supposed 
to be their specialism, but their value- 
added score is below average.” 

Although the school had emerged 
in 2013 from special measures, 
which it had been placed in in 2012, 
in November last year it was still 
graded as ‘requiring improvement’ 
and the report criticised leadership, 
the lack of qualified teachers and 
exam results. 

Inspector Alan Taylor-Bennett 
wrote: “Senior leaders, the trustees 
and the sponsor are not taking effec¬ 
tive action to tackle the areas requir¬ 
ing improvement identified at the last 
inspection. 

“There has been significant turno¬ 


ver of senior team members and a 
high turnover of staff in September. 

“Less than a third of students made 
the progress expected of them in 
mathematics, and only 29 per cent 
achieved a grade C or better. Out¬ 
comes in science collapsed, as did ex¬ 
amination results in humanities; 
achievement in the sixth form also 
declined, and the A-level pass rate fell 
to only 58 per cent. 

“Only around half the teaching is 
good or better. Students’ ambitions 
and aspirations are generally too low.” 

However, he said that pupil num¬ 
bers were expected to increase from 
2018, meaning the academy was vi¬ 
able in the long term. 

Neither the latest Ofsted report or 
letter to the parents detailing the re¬ 
sults, can be found on its website. 

“There is a lack of honesty about 
the mess they are in,” Mr Read said. 

“They have misled, or attempted to 
mislead, parents and the community. 
They will not face up to their situation.” 

To some extent, allowances need to be 
made for the school, which takes a lot of 
children from deprived backgrounds - 
and sees the area’s most academic pupils 
go to the grammar schools. 

But Mr Read said: “It’s not an ex¬ 
cuse to be the eighth worst in the 
country. 

“It doesn’t have to be like this. 
Hartsdown Academy [in neighbour¬ 
ing Margate] got a good Ofsted, even 
though it has a deprived clientele too; 
the head is honest about the issues. 

“If the school closes, the children 
will be shoved somewhere else. Long 
term it would be better if they went to

other schools, but disruption is never 
good - these are children, some of 
them from the most deprived parts of 
Thanet, who have been badly served 
by the Marlowe Academy and have 
not had a good education.” 

If the school was under KCC con¬ 
trol, more drastic steps may have al¬ 
ready have been taken. This time last 
year, the county council took the de¬ 
cision to close the Chaucer secondary 
in Canterbury due to dwindling num¬ 
bers and poor results. 

But as an academy, the Marlowe 
can continue. 

However, the Department of Educa¬ 
tion can intervene if necessary to 
turn things around - or close it. 

School vice-president Will Pember¬ 
ton told KoS last week that the 
number of pupils applying for this 
September had increased, although 
he did not say by how many. 

“League tables do not illustrate the 


full picture,” he added. 

A spokesman for the Department 
for Education said: “Acting decisively 
on underperformance is a key part of 
our plan for education. 

“We are in discussion with the 
Marlowe Academy’s sponsors and 
leadership team about how to ensure 
the best education for its pupils.” 

Sean Hislop, executive principal at 
the school, said: “Building on from the 
good work that began 12 months ago, 
there are now detailed discussions 
taking place with the Department for 
Education and Kent County Council, 
as co-sponsors, about further im¬ 
provement measures and we will be in 
a position to give more detail about 
these within the next few weeks.’ 

Roger de Haan was unavailable for 
comment when approached. 

Compounding the school’s misery 
will be East Kent College’s announce¬ 
ment it is to open a new vocational 
school in Thanet for 14 to 16-year- 
olds, offering courses in two subjects: 
early years and childcare, and cater¬ 
ing and hospitality. 

However, Sara Woodward, director 
of 14-19 at the college, said that the 
school’s small size - it will take just 
64 pupils, 32 in each year - meant it 
was unlikely to have any real effect 
on admissions at other schools. 

She said: “There will be an impact, 
but I wouldn’t have thought that it 
would be for one school - and by 2018 
Thanet will have a surplus of pupils.”

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Fi ghting for their very survival 


Molly Kersey speaks to the Kent academic raising awareness of the plight of the highly-intelligent 
great ape - the orangutan - as it struggles to survive the destruction of its rainforest home... 


Y OU may be surprised to 
learn how similiar oran¬ 
gutans are to their evolu¬ 
tionary relative, the hu¬ 
man. 

The babies cry when they need 
food, whimper if they get hurt and 
smile at their mothers. 

They are pretty intelligent too. The 
large animals, who are generally quite 
gentle, have the ability to reason and 
they spend their lives up in the trees 
keeping out of the way of predators. 

It is perhaps fitting that their name 
literally translates as “person of the 
forest”. 

“They are one of the great apes and 
they are very intelligent,” said MidKent 
College conservationist Ant Finch, who 
works at the Medway campus. 

“They’re a nice species. They are 
iconic, important and lovely and they 
are very special in their own way.” 

But, sadly, the gentle giants face 
real trouble out in the wild. 

And it is the work of another Kent 
academic which is shedding light on 
the struggles they face - and a possible 
solution. 

Research conducted by Dr Matthew 
Struebig, of the University of Kent’s 
Durrell Institute of Conservation and 
Ecology, has identified some 
42,000km2 of land that could serve 
as potential orangutan refuges, pro¬ 
viding relatively safe new habitats 
where the great apes could reside 
safely. 

This means that if neccessary the 
apes could be moved there from their 
current location. 

The endangered animals used to 
live spread out across south east Asia 
where they could roam free across the 
wide expanses of rainforest. 

Now, logging, destruction of the for¬ 
ests to make way for plantations and 
fires have limited the once abundant 
rainforests to very little intact areas, 
with the number of orangutans seeing 
a significant decrease as a result. 

Large parts of the original forests 
have been taken away and replaced 
by things like palm oil plantations

(see box) or cities and villages. 

They also face danger from poach¬ 
ers, with the adults being killed for 
their meat and the babies being sold 
to keep as pets. 

And further trouble lies ahead. 


Some 74 per cent of current orangu¬ 
tan habitat in Borneo - which covers 
Malaysia, Indonesia and Brunei - 
could become unsuitable for them due 
to climate and land-cover changes. 

Climate change could reduce their 


THREAT OF THE PALM OIL PLANTATION 


PALM oil can be used for food 
products, detergents, cosmetics 
and, increasingly, biofuel. 

The main threat to the 
orangutan populations in the 
wild is the massive expansion 
of palm oil plantations in both 
Borneo and Sumatra. 

It is the most widely used 
vegetable oil in the world. 

And demand isn’t showing 
any signs of slowing. It is 
anticipated that the worldwide 
demand for palm oil will 
double by 2020. 

New plantations are being 
developed and existing ones 
are being expanded in 
Indonesia, Malaysia and other 
Asian countries, at the expense 
of tropical forest - which forms 
critical habitat for the orangu¬ 
tans.

food stock, with a longer dry season 
limiting the amount of fruit they have 
to eat. But Dr Struebig’s research 
could help. 

“It could potentially be important 
for translocation decisions,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

“The findings provide a whole set of 
possible scenarios that you can con¬ 
sider and test against. 

“We can show best case or worst 
case scenarios and then guide devel¬ 
opment in a positive direction.” 

Dr Struebig was joined by colleagues 
from Liverpool John Moores University 
and the Leibinz Institute for Zoo and 
Wildlife Research and contributions 
were made by conservation scientists 
from Australia and Indonesia, in con¬ 
sultation with leading orangutan 
experts based in the Malaysian and In¬ 
donesian parts of Borneo. 

The researchers are hoping the 
findings will make a difference to 
conservation efforts on the ground. 

So what kind of areas do the oran¬ 
gutans need to be in to thrive? 

“They need large areas of forests,” 
Dr Struebig explains, “they need 
fruiting trees and they need areas 
that are relatively well protected be¬ 
cause they are hunted.” 

Part of the work was conducted by 


the Centre for International Foresty 
in Indonesia. 

Researchers used satellite images 
to map the deforestation and estimate 
the areas of forest change that are ex¬ 
pected in the future. 

They mapped land that was unsuita¬ 
ble for oil palm agriculture. 

Using this alongside the informa¬ 
tion they had on orangutan ecology 
and climate, they could identify the 
environmentally stable habitats for 
the species. 

The climate change depleating 
their food resources is also posing a 
problem. With their living space 
shrinking and food getting more 
scarce, some orangutans are wander¬ 
ing into plantations to try and eat food 
such as palm oil seedlings, and they 
are seen as pests. The result is often 
they are shot. So what can we do? 

“I think the first step is awareness, 
so people know what’s actually hap¬ 
pening,” MidKent College conserva¬ 
tionist Ant Finch explains. 

“The situation isn’t getting any bet¬ 
ter. On a worldwide scale when you 
look at all species, to lose one would 
be terrible in our lifetime. 

“If the orangutan went in our gen¬ 
eration it would be really, really cata¬ 
strophic.”

Dale tunes in 
to take nation’s 
political pulse 

He’s stood as an MP, is an award-wining radio 
presenter, popular broadcaster and a publisher. 
Sarah Linney meets political pundit Iain Dale 


A T Portcullis House - a parliamen¬ 
tary building in Westminster just 
across the road from the House of 
Commons which bulges with the 
offices of MPs, civil servants and 
political advisors -1 am about to meet Iain Dale. 

A political commentator who appears regu¬ 
larly on national TV, a weekday radio present¬ 
er for talk station LBC, the owner of a publish¬ 
ing house and a former Tory prospective 
parliamentary candidate, he has become an 
influential voice at a fascinating moment in 
British politics. 

His political blog has become essential read¬ 
ing to many and despite a somewhat roller¬ 
coaster career trying to make it into Westmin¬ 
ister, he now has settled as an award-winning 


broadcaster, writer and publisher. 

He lives in Pembury, near Tunbridge Wells. 
When he arrives, he’s tall, polite, articulate 
and talkative. 

“I was going to be a German teacher,” the 
52-year-old, who grew up in Essex and studied 
the language at the University of East Anglia, 
tells me. 

“My parents are farmers, but I knew from 
the age of five I wasn’t cut out for farming. 

“My life took a different course.” 

That course began at the tender age of 11, 
when a young Iain, influenced by his grand¬ 
mother, became interested in the 1974 gener¬ 
al election. 

“I remember writing a little manifesto and 
telling my parents why they should vote La-

hour. They told me to go back to bed,” 
he said. 

A brief stint as a member of the Lib¬ 
eral Party was brought to a swift end 
by the influence of Margaret Thatcher. 

“I heard her make a speech and I 
thought, I agree with all of that, and 
never looked back,” Mr Dale recalled. 

“She inspired me to get involved 
properly in politics. She was an amaz¬ 
ing leader, and a leader for that time 
- Britain needed a strong leader who 
was going to carry out some impor¬ 
tant surgery to the economy. 

“She turned the economy round in 
a way that people now don’t seem to 
appreciate. She was the greatest 
prime minister this country has had 
since the war.” 

In 2002, he would sit next to her 
during an event in London; “she was 
very good company” he recalled. 

Mr Dale founded his university’s 
Conservative Association and worked 
as a research assistant to Tory MP for 
Norwich North, Patrick Thompson 
after graduation. 

After spells working in financial 
journalism, public affairs and busi¬ 
ness - he founded a political book¬ 
store and coffeehouse and a publish¬ 
ing company - he stood in the 2005 
election in the marginal seat of North 
Norfolk. 

Identified as one of the Tories’ top 
targets, he had the task of over turn¬ 
ing a mere 483 Liberal Democrat ma¬ 
jority. Instead, incumbent Norman 
Lamb demolished him, increasing his 
majority by more than 10,000. 

“I had two ambitions in life,” Mr 
Dale reflects. “I wanted to be an MP 
or a radio presenter. 

“But North Norfolk proved to be a 
big mistake as Norman Lamb was a 
good MP. A friend in the Lib Dems had

on influence of Margaret Thatcher 

warned me not to go for the seat.” 

He went on to act as chief of staff to 
losing Tory leadership candidate 
David Davis in 2005, and the follow¬ 
ing year was added to the Conserva¬ 
tives’ ‘priority list’ of candidates to 
fight the next election. 

But when he made a bid to stand for 
the seat in Maidstone and the Weald, 
vacated by Ann Widdecombe, he 
didn’t even get past the first interview 
stage. Helen Grant would eventually 
get the nod and win the seat. 

In 2009, he attempted to be select¬ 
ed as the Tory candidate for Bracknell 
in the 2010 election but failed. Ad¬ 
mitting candidly afterwards he 
thought the phrase ‘openly gay’ “ap¬ 
peared a little too often for my liking” 
in the local media. 

Later that summer he announced 
on his popular political blog he would 
not seek to be a candidate for any fu¬ 
ture election. 

Today, he admits he is not even a 
member of the Tory party. 

But if the first of his ambitions had 
eluded him, within months he had 


achieved the second when he was 
hired as a presenter on London talk 
radio station LBC. Since then his me¬ 
dia presenece has grown, and is now 
a regular on Sky News too. 

“The radio show gives me what 
politics used to give me. It’s exciting,” 
he said. 

“You’ve no idea what’s going to 
happen. Incidents happen which you 
have no warning of, and that’s when 
you find out how good you are as a 
broadcaster.” 


Dale had thought his show would 
focus on politics - but discovered a 
talent for and love of human interest 
stories and emotional topics instead. 
He was shortlisted in two categories 
in mental health charity Mind’s me¬ 
dia awards in 2012. 

“There are calls which stick in your 
mind. There was a man on the M2 5 
who was on the phone for 20 minutes 
- he said he was going to kill himself 
that night,” Mr Dale recalled. 

“He was very matter of fact about 


it. I asked him to stay on the line and 
talk to the producer. The next day he 
phoned back and said he had tried to 
kill himself, but had thought about 
what the producer and I had said to 
him and called an ambulance. 

“The secret is not to judge, to let 
people tell their story and empathise 
with the situation they found them¬ 
selves in. You are not a counsellor.” 

As he tells me another tale - that of 
a caller in her 50s who said she had 
once been raped at a family wedding

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by a family member - he has tears 
in his eyes. 

“She said she had never told any¬ 
one, and now she felt a weight had 
been lifted off her shoulders,” he said. 

“The next day she phoned back and 
said she had told her husband. He had 
completely understood. She said: ‘I 
feel as if I can see the sky again.’ 

“Calls like that mean far more than 
interviewing the prime minister.” 

His interest in politics remains un¬ 
dimmed, however. 

His blog, Iain Dale’s Diary, is one of 
the most read political blogs in the 
country; his publishing company, 
Biteback, published Nigel Farage’s au¬ 
tobiography Flying Free and is pub¬ 
lishing his forthcoming work The 
Purple Revolution; and he regularly 
appears on news and current affairs 
programmes to talk about politics. 

He’s happy in his private life too. 

Mr Dale moved to Tunbridge Wells 
in 1997 to live with his partner John. 
After 13 years together, they had a 
civil partnership ceremony at Wad- 
hurst Castle in June 2008, a day he 
describes as “perfect”. 

So what are his predictions for Kent 
at the general election? Rather tame, 
as it turns out - apart from Nigel 
Farage winning Thanet, and Roches¬ 
ter and Strood going back to the To¬ 
ries (after Mark Reckless switched to 
Ukip mid-term), he thinks nothing 
will change. 

“I don’t see Labour winning any¬ 
thing - they would only win the north 
Kent seats if they won a massive ma¬ 
jority,” he said. 

“I assume South Thanet will be a 
straight fight between the Tories and 
Ukip, and I think Farage will squeak a 
win, but it’s going to be very close. 


“I think Farage has a very difficult 
election there, as he’s not going to be 
able to spend as much time there as 
he needs to. And people in Thanet 
may not want someone who’s going 
to be in the national spotlight - a par¬ 
ty leader can only devote so much 
time to the constituency. 

“But the devil in me wants him to 
win as I think he will make politics a 
lot more interesting.” 

He is more confident in his predic¬ 
tion that Kent’s first Ukip MP, Mark 
Reckless, will not retain his seat. 

“His majority at the by-election 
was not as large as people thought it 
would be,” Mr Dale said. 

“A lot will depend on what happens 
to the Labour vote. The Ukip win was 
in large part because a lot of Labour 
voters voted for Reckless. If they go 
back to Labour, which they may do at 
a general election, he’s in trouble.” 

Across the country, he predicts 
that Labour will win about 300 seats, 
Tories 280, and Liberal Democrats 24 
... resulting in major instability. 

“The likelihood is that there will be 
another hung parliament, and it will 
be for Ed Miliband to try to form a co¬ 
alition with the SNP or the Lib Dems,” 
Mr Dale said. 

“But I don’t think the SNP are go¬ 
ing to get as many seats as everyone 
says. I think the Greens are going to 
struggle to keep the seat they have, 
and Ukip will get five or six seats. 

“It is going to be messy; it could 
take some time to work out what’s go¬ 
ing to happen. 

“I think there could be a second 
election within six months.” 

He believes it is important for poli¬ 
tics that Ukip and the Greens do well. 

“It sends a signal to the other par¬ 


ties that they need to change the way 
they do things,” he said. 

And does he wish he was standing 
for election again himself? 

“I would have loved to have been 
an MP and I think I would have been 
quite good,” he said. 

“But I would also have been a 
nightmare -1 think I would have run 


the risk of being the male equivalent 
of [out-spoken Tory MP] Nadine Dor- 
ries.

“I think politicians are unfairly tra¬ 
duced. I’d say around 95 per cent are 
in it for the right reasons and want to 
do a good job. 

“But I’ve got a brilliant job which I 
love; I wouldn’t think of going back.”

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Geek rides the wave of gaming’s 
relentless growth and influence 

Chris Murphy looks at how thousands will flood to Margate this month to celebrate the video game

U NDER-estimate the video 
game industry as a mind¬ 
less fleeting past-time of 
the pubescent male at 
your peril. 

Because not only is it riding on a 
wave worth close to a remarkable £3 
billion in this country alone, with 
more than 30 million people actively 
taking part, but its reach now ex¬ 
tends through the generations. 

Whether the games are on PC, tab¬ 
lets, phones or video game consoles, 
we are a nation addiction to gaming, 
it seems. 

All of which suggests that when 
Geek (Game Expo East Kent) rolls 
around later this month, it will once 
again see thousands flock to revel in 
the world of gameplay evolution. 

Because Geek is a celebration of one 
of the entertainment world’s boom¬ 
ing industries - charting its voyage 
from its arcade roots through to the 
explosion in our front rooms of con¬ 
soles and joysticks. 

Now in its fourth year, big crowds 
are expected to attend Margate’s 
Winter Gardens later this month, 
with organisers promising another 
broad offering around the high-tech 
theme. 

Kate Neale is director of this year’s 
Geek. She told KoS: “When we 
launched Geek, Margate used to close 
in October and reopen at Easter. We 
deliberately put Geek in February to 
bring people to play at the seaside in 
the winter. 

“Now the hotels in Margate are 


fully booked in February half term. 
While this is obviously the Turner 
[Contemporary art gallery] effect, 
hopefully we have helped too. 

“We want to bring exciting new 
game makers into the area - inspiring 
local creativity and giving people a 
chance to meet their role models.” 

The centrepiece to the event - 
which also features keynote speakers 
and discussion panels - is the venue’s 
main arena being turned into a giant 
gaming venue. 

From the latest consoles from Sony, 
Microsoft and Nintendo, the room 
will feature games throughout the 
years. 

Machines such as the earliest 
Atari, Commodore64, ZX Spectrum, 
Amstrad 464, NES, Sega Megadrive 
and many more besides will be dusted 
off and plugged in to provide a genu¬ 
ine walk through the history of a fas¬ 
cinating and fast-changing industry. 

Adds Ms Neale: “It is more than 
playing games in a hall. We have an 
incredible combination of creative 
skills coming together in a game. 

“Art, design, music composition, 
creative coding, game mechanics, 
story-telling and so on. We invite 
people to play then look under the 
bonnet and think about the skills that 
go into making good games. 

“The mainstream industry support 
is building slowly. We have always re¬ 
ceived amazing support and encour¬ 
agement from both individuals and 
organisations. 

“A key thing we want to achieve is 


thousands of people coming to Mar¬ 
gate to have fun.” 

For all the benefits and advances of 
video gaming, it has also changed the 
social lives of our younger generation. 

Rather than visit one another’s 
homes, now they can play together 
online - chatting to each other while 
they do so via head-sets. 

While some may suggest this is stif- 
fling the development of social skills, 
plenty of others suggests it actually 
encourages it, and all from the rela¬ 
tive safety of their own homes. 

It is another sign of the remarkable 
influence of modern day gaming. 

Adds Ms Neale: “Games have been 
the black sheep of the creative sector 
but people are gradually recognising 
them for the creative force they are. 

“We hope Geek plays a part in this 
wider understanding of why games 
are important as well as fun. 

“There is an amazing array of peo¬ 
ple that will be attending - judges and 
mentors who are working with us on 
the Unity Schools projects, and 
YouTubers [those who create content 
on YouTube and develop their own 
fanbase] from across the UK and Ger¬ 
many who between them have huge 
numbers of subscribers 

“But remember this is not an indus¬ 
try trade show - this is a family half- 
term festival where you can meet, 
make and play. 

“The most important people at¬ 
tending might be your friends who 
you only ever get to meet online. 

“It is important to both Margate 


and the industry because people have 
been coming to play in Margate for 
250 years. 

“Geek invites them back. Games 
and play are a creative innovative art 
form - there is no better place for a 
multi million pound industry to have 
a home than in Margate. And we al¬ 
ready have very exciting plans for 
next year.” 

The hard facts of the sector tells its 
own story. The UK games industry is 
now worth £2.9bn after seen a four 
per cent year-on-year growth. It now 
accounts for 40.2 per cent of the 
country’s entertainment industry 
and it’s getting bigger. It is expected 
to have grown by 23 per cent between 
2011 and 2015. 

The gamer population has risen too 
- there are now 33.6m active gamers 


in the UK, which is 25 per cent of the 
European total. 

Clearly, the enormous user and in¬ 
terest base has meant creative indus¬ 
tries looking to capitalise have cropped 
up with increasing frequency. 

Certainly those behind Geek are 
hoping to draw inspiration from other 
events which have acted as a melting 
pot for those involved in the sector. 

One of them was the Centre for Cre¬ 
ative Collaboration (C4CC) in London 
which closed at the end of last year. 

Originally set up to last for just two 
years, it ran for five, acting as a breed¬ 
ing ground of ideas and innovation 
by uniting various strands of the in¬ 
dustry. 

She explained to KoS: “We are ask

ing what it will take to make it hap¬ 
pen here. 

“Each year we have a workshop 
and seminar at Geek when we bring 
together inspirational speakers to ex¬ 
plore just these ideas. 

“We need to remind people that 
Margate is a place of excellence. This 
year we have asked Dr Brian Condon, 
the director of the C4CC, to work with 
us to develop this part of the festival.” 

Explained Mr Condon: “The ‘digital 
sector conversation’ is a key element 
of the wider impact of Geek and a vital 
and important contribution to the 
discussion of economic and social re¬ 
generation of Margate and Thanet. 

“I am helping with the more ‘in¬ 
dustry focused’ aspects of Geek to 
raise awareness of the relevance and 
importance of digital skills, diversity 
and inclusion. We will bring speak¬ 
ers and delegates of national and in¬ 
ternational reputation, local busi¬ 
nesses, universities, schools and 
other organisations, to join the con¬ 
versation. 

“For the past five years, I’ve worked 
with a team at the Centre for Creative 
Collaboration bringing universities, 
businesses and creative practitioners 
together to deliver valuable projects. 
We helped artists, creative practition¬ 
ers, technologists and software peo¬ 
ple, designers, engineers, architects 
and others to create new work and 
new ways of working.” 

But for many, Geek is a simple op¬ 
portunity to get to grips with games 
past and present. For parents to relive 
their youth, and for their children to 
witness just how far the quality of 
graphics has come over the years be¬ 
fore settling in for some fast-paced

multi-player action. 

Last year, some 4,500 attended and 
set about more than 1,000 games set 
up and available to play. 

It is thought around a third of those 
attending come from Thanet, with 
the rest travelling from further afield. 

Certainly, judging by last year, the 
audience was mixed with all ages 
coming to worship before the soft 
glow of monitors which illuminate 
the main arena. 

From Pokemon contests to FIFA 
competitions, there was even a huge 
section last year devoted to the online 
gaming phenomenon of Minecraft.

O NCE upon a time, if you 
wanted to play a sophisti¬ 
cated video game you did 
so by taking yourself off to 
an amusement arcade 
armed with a fistful of 10 pence pieces. 

For the seaside towns, it proved a 
huge draw as they moved their pin¬ 
ball tables and fruit machines to one 
side and ushered in the likes of Space 
Invaders, Pac Man, Asteroids. 

Over the years, they multiplied. The 
games grew more varied. The boxes 
they were contained in spilling out into 
replicas of sports cars, motorbikes; or 
games where you could pick up fake 
machine guns to feel more involved. 

And the 10 pences morphed into 
twenties, then fifties and now pound 
coins. 

The likes of Folkestone’s Rotunda 
boomed as young and old alike 
flocked. Seaside towns saw their sea¬ 
fronts lined with flashing machines 
and excitable teenagers. 

But by the early-1990s the quality 
of home gaming began to improve. 
Spearheaded by games on increas¬ 
ingly powerful home computers, and

a boom in the likes of the Sega 
Megadrive and Nintendo’s SNES, 
things started to change. 

Slowly at first, but by the time 
Sony’s original Playstation arrived, 
and marketed fairly and squarely at a 


broad audience, the arcades found 
themselves being caught up. 

The decline of video games in the 
arcades runs parallel to the increas¬ 
ing power of home consoles. 

But while the location of where we 
got our gaming fix shifted, it certain¬ 
ly did not slow. 

Consoles and handheld gaming 
moved from being the domain purely 
of teenagers to mums and dads and 
even grandparents. 

By the time the Nintendo Wii intro¬ 
duced motion-controls to broaden its 
appeal yet wider, there were suddenly 
several generations weened on the vid¬ 
eo game industry. And boy was it big.

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Hospitals told health must improve 
after inspectors deliver latest reports 

Care Quality Commission findings blow for hospitals in Tunbridge Wells, Maidstone and Gillingham 


T HE trust behind some of 
the biggest hospitals in 
Kent have been licking 
their wounds this week af¬ 
ter receiving poor reports 
from government health inspectors. 

The Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust (MTW) was told 
it ‘requires improvement’ while 
the Medway NHS Foundation 
Trust was told it was inadequate, 
when the Care Quality Commission 


THE Tunbridge Wells Hospital at 
Pembury has become a curse and 
a blessing to the west of the county. 

Costing some £225m, when it 
opened in 2011 it was one of the 
most modern in Europe. 

Boasting some 512 beds, it is the 
only NHS hospital in the county to 
offer private rooms for all in-patients. 

When it opened - replacing the 
former Pembury Hospital which 
stood on the site prior to the 
re-build - it incorporated services 
previously offered at the Kent & 


(COC) issued its report this week. 

The MTW Trust runs the Tun¬ 
bridge Wells at Pembury and Maid¬ 
stone hospitals. 

The Medway Trust oversees the 
Medway Maritime in Gillingham. It is 
no stranger to such responses. 

In the summer of 2013, it was put 
into special measures amid concerns 
over mortality rates. 

Its last inspection, last summer, 
also saw it termed ‘inadequate’. 


Sussex Hospital in the centre of 
Tunbridge Wells. It was closed 
and the site sold for housing. 

But the state-of-the-art facility 
came at a cost. 

Funding was secured via a 
private finance initiative (PFI). That 
means money is obtained by 
private sources and paid back over 
a period of, typically, 20 to 30 years. 

The benefits are that it allows 
funding to be secured and work to 
get under way. The drawbacks are 
that paying the money back must 


In November, it was revealed to 
have one of the worst performing ac¬ 
cident and emergency departments 
in the country, further heaping the 
pressure on management. 

As a consequence, the trust ush¬ 
ered in a new management team last 
year, and says it will need 18 months 
to turn its fortunes around. 

The latest COC report - following 
an unannounced visit in December - 
recognised improvements since the 


carry on regardless of funding or 
economic conditions. 

Bosses at the Tunbridge Wells 
Hospital at Pembury must make 
payments of £20 million a year for 
some 32 years. With the bill rising 
with inflation, it does mean the 
trust has to ensure it meets 
payments from the funding it 
receives from Government. 

Hence any concerns about the 
quality of care delivered at the site. 
With such a flagship project, high 
quality care is demanded. 


last inspection in August, but that 
more needed to be made. 

Inspectors have told the trust it 
needs to improve leadership and in¬ 
ter-disciplinary working in the emer¬ 
gency department, implementation 
of the initial 15-minute assessment in 
the emergency department and the 
way theatre services are delivered. 

Dr Phil Barnes, acting chief executive 
at the Medway trust, said: “The COC re¬ 
port demonstrates that a small improve¬ 
ment has been made at the trust. 

“However, the new executive team 
recognise that there is still much to 
do to ensure patients get a consist¬ 
ently high quality of care and patient 
experience. 

“The board remains firmly com¬ 
mitted to making the changes that 
are required.” 

The MTW Trust was told it ‘requires 
improvement’ and given an ‘inade¬ 
quate’ rating for leadership. 

The trust, which has 700 beds 
across two main sites and employs 
around 4,700 staff, was visited by in¬ 
spectors from the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission in October. 

It rated the £22 5m Tunbridge Wells 
at Pembury Hospital - opened in 2011 
and boasting private rooms for all in¬ 


patients - as ‘requires improvement’ 
across all services bar critical care 
which was branded ‘inadequate’. 

And although the trust’s services 
were rated as ‘good’ for being caring, 
it ‘requires improvement’ for being 
safe, effective and responsive. 

The trust insists it has already tak¬ 
en steps to resolve the problem and 
already ushered in a host of new 
measures. It says it remains ‘commit¬ 
ted’ to overcoming all the challenges. 

The COC found leadership within 
the trust was not robust, and that nei¬ 
ther governance processes nor the 
culture within the trust could ensure 
that services would be of high quality. 

Of the positives, inspectors found 
staff were caring and compassionate, 
and that they treated patients with 
dignity and respect. Both hospitals 
were visibly clean, with falling infec¬ 
tion rates. 

Patients considered that they had 
been given sufficient information and 
counselling to enable them to make 
informed decisions about their care 
and treatment. 

Inspectors also found, however, 
that patient flow across the trust was 
poor. Patients deemed fit to be dis¬ 
charged from intensive care units fre- 
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quently experienced significant de¬ 
lays in being transferred to a ward 
and scheduled operations were can¬ 
celled due to a lack of available beds. 

While levels of nursing staff were 
generally good, medical cover in the 
intensive care unit was not consist¬ 
ent with national core standards and 
created a risk to patients. 

There were insufficient numbers of 
single rooms at Maidstone hospital to 
meet people’s needs. 

This impacted on the privacy and 
dignity of patients, especially those 
who were on an end of life pathway. 


Maidstone Hospital was rated ‘re¬ 
quires improvement’ overall. It was 
rated as ‘good’ by inspectors for ma¬ 
ternity and gynaecology, ‘requires 
improvement’ for urgent care, medi¬ 
cal care, surgery, children’s care, end 
of life care and outpatient services, 
and ‘inadequate’ for critical care. 

The COC’s chief inspector of hospi¬ 
tals, Professor Sir Mike Richards, 
said: “When we inspected the hospi¬ 
tals we saw that quick work was 
needed to improve the governance of 
the trust and of a number of the core 
services we inspected. There was a 


great deal of variation, both in the 
ability of the senior directorate level 
management teams to run their serv¬ 
ices effectively, and in the level of ro¬ 
bust clinical oversight of services. 

“While the trust acknowledged im¬ 
mediately that these improvements 
needed to be made when we told them 
so, we should not have needed to tell 
them - which highlights how much 
this work is needed. 

“Across both hospitals, we saw staff 
treating people with dignity and re¬ 
spect, and we noted their willingness 
to engage with the inspection proc¬ 


ess. They saw our time there as a 
good way to drive improvements in 
the care the hospital provided, and 
helped us build up an excellent pic¬ 
ture of current good and poor prac¬ 
tice within the trust. 

“The trust has told us they have lis¬ 
tened to our inspectors’ findings and 
begun to take action where it is re¬ 
quired.” 

Glenn Douglas, chief executive of the 
MTW Trust, said: “We are disappoint¬ 
ed not to be rated good on this occasion 
and have taken immediate steps to ad¬ 
dress the actions in this report. 


“We have been open and transpar¬ 
ent with the COC to help identify our 
strengths and weaknesses, welcome 
their recommendations, and are driv¬ 
ing through further improvements 
for our patients. 

“It is clear that our staff are provid¬ 
ing kind, compassionate care, are 
treating patients with respect and 
dignity, and that we have areas of 
good and outstanding practice to em¬ 
ulate throughout our hospitals. 

“We have come a long way as a 
trust and are committed to going a 
great deal further.” 
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Typhoid epidemic which ripped 
through county town, killing 132 

Typhoid continues to be a major killer around the world, but in 1897, it arrived in Maidstone. Nearly 
2,000 people became infected with many dying. Molly Kersey takes a look back at a deadly outbreak 





WHAT IS TYPHOID? 


A S HEALTH chiefs around 
the world cautiously ad¬ 
vise of the end of the 
worst of the Ebola out¬ 
break in west Africa, it 
was not all that long ago when our 
county town faced an influx of cases 
of a potentially fatal disease. 

At the very end of the 19 th century, 
the country was all too familiar with 
typhoid (see box). 

An accepted threat for years, when 
Maidstone’s medical officer received 
the latest report of a case of the illness 
in August 1897, he thought little of it. 

He was used, after all, to dealing 
with six or seven cases every year. 

But when the four month epidemic 
ended in December there had been 
1,847. Some 132 cases had proved fatal. 

The county town became referred 
to by some as the ‘town of black crepe’ 
- a reference to so many wearing 
mourning gear following the loss of a 
loved one. 

Schools and businesses were shut 
down and public gatherings were 
cancelled while the ill were cared for. 

President of the Kent Archaeologi¬ 
cal Association Ian Coulson explains: 
“It was a public health issue to do 
with fresh water and in particular 
getting rid of the sewage. It was all 
too often a combination of the two. If 
the water became infected, it became 
a major problem. 

“The town was closed down. It was 
pretty grim. There were some quite ac¬ 
rimonious reports in the newspapers 
about who was to blame for this - the 
council had reduced the number of 
tests on the water a few months earlier. 

“Schools were closed; church bells 
and factory whistles were silent. The 
law court sessions were transferred 
to Canterbury and public gatherings 
were cancelled. 

“Town councillors and water com¬ 
pany officials were pilloried in the 
local press.” 

Earlier in the 19th century, Kent 
had experienced similar epidemics of 
an equally deadly disease, cholera, in 
areas including Tonbridge, Sheerness 
and Sheppey. 

This led the medical officer to sus¬ 
pect the town’s water supply and his 
investigations revealed supplies from 
the Maidstone Water Company’s res¬ 
ervoir at Barming, distributed 


TYPHOID is a bacterial infection, 
caused by Salmonella typhi, related 
to the bacteria that causes salmo¬ 
nella food poisoning - and it is 
highly contagious. 

If someone drinks water or eats 
food that has been contaminated 
with faeces or urine that is infected, 


the bacteria travels from the 
digestive system into the blood. 

It can spread throughout the 
body, affecting a number of organs 
including the lungs, liver and 
kidneys, and without quick 
treatment it can be fatal. 

Symptoms that develop include a 


high fever, headache and stomach 
pain. 

Because of the way that it is 
spread, the infection is most 
common in areas that have poor 
levels of sanitation and reduced 
access to clean water. 

While controlled in Europe due to 


sanitation techniques, it is still a 
major killer. Globally, the latest 
figures suggest 161,000 died of the 
illness in 2013. That was down from 
181,000 in 1990. 

Symptoms include a fever and 
rash on the upper body. It can be 
treated with antibiotics or vaccines. 


through a pumping station at Far- 
leigh Bridge, were responsible. 

Mr Coulson added: “Before 1896, 
samples of the water had been tested at 
monthly intervals but in the interests of 
economy Maidstone Town Council re¬ 
duced the interval to quarterly. 

“The last tests before the 1897 epi¬ 
demic were made in June. 

“Later, the South Eastern Gazette 
newspaper commented that the epi¬ 
demic was the penalty of such economy. 

“In 1898, a public inquiry reported 
that it had ‘no hesitation’ in conclud¬ 
ing the epidemic was caused by pollu¬ 
tion of water supplied by the Maid¬ 
stone Water Company from its 
Farleigh sources.” 

Epidemiological investigations un¬ 
covered that there had been 1,583 
cases among customers who were 
supplied with water from the Farleigh 
area. 

There was also evidence of faecal 
contamination of the area around 
the nearby Tutsham Spring. 

Action was taken to treat the reser¬ 
voir and stop the spread of further 
infection. 

“After the outbreak began,” Mr 
Coulson explained, “a successful trial 
of a typhoid vaccine was carried out 
among the staff at Barming Mental 
Asylum which led to its general use in 
the armed forces. 

“On October 16, the reservoir at 
Barming was treated with chloride of 
lime and acid, perhaps the first at¬ 
tempt at the chlorination of a public 
water supply. 

“The town council issued a hand¬ 
bill, recommending the boiling of all 
drinking water and milk. 

“A free laundry was opened to 
wash and disinfect all clothing 
and bedding from houses where there 
had been cases of typhoid, and 
the houses were disinfected with

sulphur and carbolic acid.” 

And people in the town banded to¬ 
gether to help those who were ill. 

“Emergency hospitals were opened, 
staffed mainly by volunteer doctors 
and nurses,” said Mr Coulson. 

“The emergency hospitals varied. 
They used church halls and schools. 
The schools were closed because, of 
course, it’s an infectious disease. The 
key was to try and isolate people if at 
all possible. 

“Quite a few people came down 
from London as volunteers. 

“There was a temporary nurse in 
Maidstone at the time who become 
quite famous; Edith Cavell. She was 
the nurse who in Berlin helped Brit¬ 
ish soldiers to escape and was shot by 
the Germans in 1915.” 

He added: “Local people did their 
best to help and a public ‘Stricken 
Maidstone’ fund to assist the poorer 
townsfolk was opened. Even Queen 
Victoria sent some money down. 

“Out-of-town traders and would-be 
visitors stayed away and businesses 
suffered in spite of advertisements in 
local newspapers that their merchan¬ 
dise was safe and in no way connect¬ 
ed with the water supply. 

“People were very hard pressed be¬ 
cause it was before you had money 
from the government in the event of 
being off work, and people’s business¬ 
es were shut down. It was the last re¬ 
ally big typhoid epidemic.”

OMEDIAN A1 Murray came to 
meet the electorate this week as his 
campaign to become an MP picked 
up pace. 

Appearing as his alter ego the 
Pub Landlord, he intends to compete in the 
South Thanet seat at May’s general election. 

The seat, which will be vacated by the Con¬ 
servative’s Laura Sandys, who is stepping 
down for personal reasons, has gained huge 
publicity already after Ukip leader Nigel 
Farage announced his intention to stand. 

After a strong showing in the local and 
Euro elections, Ukip’s support there is strong. 
However, as Ukip support appears to be level¬ 
ling out, he is likely to face a tough scrap 
against Conservative candidate Craig 
Mackinlay. 

All of which means A1 Murray’s main battle 
will be the simple task of getting his deposit 
back - the £500 payment each candidate 
must make, and which they only get returned 
if five per cent of the vote is secured. 

The publicity he will generate for his Pub 
Landlord character - as this week’s appear¬ 
ances demonstrated - will deliver a far more 
lucrative return. 

He received considerable national coverage 
and is likely to continue to do so up until poll¬ 
ing day. 

The Pub Landlord is representing his very 
own Free United Kingdom Party - the unsub- 


tly acronym FUKP. 

During his visit, which saw him catch the 
train into Margate, he attended a meeting for 
prospective candidates at the offices of Thanet 
District Council, visited the Rose pub, toured 
a local brewery and met students at the 
Charles Dickens School in Broadstairs. 

He also unveiled a poster urging locals to 
‘Vote Guv for Guv’norment’. 

Speaking outside the council offices, he 
said: “I heard destiny’s call like a trumpet in 
the far distance and it sounded like it was say¬ 
ing Thanet, so Thanet had to be the place.” 

Key policy proposals in his ‘common 
sense’ manifesto include: 

• On the economy: The pound will be re¬ 
valued at one pound lOp - so it will be worth 
lOp more 

• On the NHS: If you come to a hospital A&E 
department and it’s neither an accident or 
emergency, you will be sent to a random hos¬ 
pital department to be practised on. 

• On immigration: To brick up the Channel 
Tunnel. With British bricks (‘although we’ll 
probably have to get some Poles to to do it’). 

• On Europe: A pledge to leave Europe by 
2025. And ‘the edge of the solar system by 
2050’. 

• On local issues: To make South Thanet the 
new capital of the UK and to establish a de¬ 
militarised zone between North and South 
Thanet.

We speak to Nick Broomfield ahead of Kent screening of Tales of the Grim Sleeper 


VETERAN filmmaker Nick 
Broomfield’s new documentary 
Tales of the Grim Sleeper is coming 
to Canterbury later this month 

The director, who has been 
awarded a lifetime achievement 
BAFTA award, is well-known for 
his ground-breaking style, and his 
influence can be seen in films by 
Michael Moore, Morgan Spurlock 
and Louis Theroux. 

His most recent offering, Tales of 
the Grim Sleeper, looks at the story 
of Lonnie Franklin Jr, who was 
arrested in July 2010 after a 25 
year killing spree in which, it is 
thought, he could have killed 
more than a 100 victims, 
potentially making him the most 
prolific serial killer in history. 

Significantly his arrest was not 
the product of painstaking 
detective work but completely 
accidental, the result of a computer 


DNA match that linked him to a 
possible 20 victims. 

Franklin now awaits trial. 

The murders all took place in the 
south central area of Los Angeles, 
the poor part of the city with the 
worst schools, the worst hospitals, 
and no jobs. The Lonnie Franklin Jr 
case has become very political in 
Los Angeles, amidst accusations 
that the reason the killings were 
able to go on for so long was 
because the victims were all 
black African-American women. 

The murders were all reported 
as being the killings of prostitutes, 
even though it now appears many 
were not. 

What is revealed is a police force 
that didn’t care and a community 
estranged and abandoned from 
the rest of the city. A police 
force that for years used the 
slang term NHI (No Human 


Involved) for murders of prosti¬ 
tutes, drug addicts and gang 
members. 

One of the most striking aspects 
of the film is how richly Mr 
Broomfield paints a portrait of the 
area, getting local people involved 
who are forthcoming with their 
stories. 

Speaking to KoS, he said: “We 
spoke to lots of people in the area, 
and the film hopefully shows that 
these are proud people, and 
friendly people. 

“You are asking people to share 
their lives with you, so they have to 
like you, and also not be bored by 
you. What we often try to do is 
give people a voice, who may not 
have felt that they had one before. 

“I think they rarely get the 
opportunity and I think they have 
been deliberately disenfranchised 
by not being asked their opinion. 


“Tellingly and touchingly, Pam 
(someone who features heavily in 
the film) burst into tears when she 
saw her picture in the LA Times. 

“She said she thought the only 
time she would be in the paper was 
for an obituary.” 

Pam, who played a huge part in 
the making of the film, got involved 
through what he describes as a 
‘happy accident’. 

“Pam was so incredibly charis¬ 
matic and organised, and she knew 
everyone and introduced us to 
many people and places. It’s 
wonderful when these accidents 
happen.” 

For Mr Broomfield, the Franklin 
story is part of a more complex 
tapestry of institutional racism 
that’s woven into the fabric of the 
United States.

“I think this is something that 
unfortunately goes back to the 
American constitution, where the 
founding fathers defined a slave as 
two thirds of a man - America 
has not sorted its attitude to 
slavery,” he said. In the 1970s, 
there was a prison population of 
around 300,000 people, then 
drug laws changed, making 
possession of crack a felony. 

“The prison population swelled 
to three million, a large propor¬ 
tion of whom were black, and 
then couldn’t vote after release.” 

These issues perhaps insidiously 
run deeper than many liberal 
people may think, as Mr Broom¬ 
field admits: “People were very 


concerned when I said I was 
making the film here -1 am often 
asked whether it was safe.” 

Opening the door on this 
culture for the viewer in this way 
therefore opens a dialogue. “It 
invites people into the area,” says 
the filmmaker, “It invites them 
into cultures they don’t know and 
to be able to do that is a very 
powerful thing. It makes people 
less judgemental.” 

The nature of the documentary 
making process means that hours 
and hours of footage are filmed - 
at what point does the process 
come to an end? 

“I think that part of it is just that 
you feel that you have probably 
told the story,” he explains. 

“You feel that you have enough 


characters, and you know when 
you have answered all your own 
questions, that you have a story. 

“With this film, we were not 
sure. We did the first edit to see if 
we had a film, because we had not 
got to the trial, and we were 
thinking about waiting to see if 
that needed to be included. 

“When we watched it though, 
we felt that the story was there.” 

This is not necessarily the end 
of his involvement in the Franklin 
case. He says: “We might do a 
follow-up, looking at the trial, 
maybe a series of podcasts.” 

Nick Broomfield’s Tales of the 
Grim Sleeper will be screened at 
the Curzon Cinema Canterbury 
on February 12. The film will air 
on Sky Atlantic in March.

TRAVEL REVIEW: Paris

IT’S NO good, the thigh burn’s set in 
and I need to take a break. We’re half 
way between the first and second 
floor of the Eiffel Tower, so I can at 
least pretend to be taking in the Paris 
skyline as I catch my breath. 

It’s our own fault. My boyfriend 
and I could have taken the lift, but we 
decided to opt for the steps - the thrift¬ 
iest option, at five euros. 

Paris might be a must-see, but the 
city of love doesn’t come cheap. 

That doesn’t mean the French capi¬ 
tal is out of bounds as a weekend des¬ 
tination though, you just have to be 
savvy if you don’t want to be left sob¬ 
bing into your baguette. 

It’s why we booked our accommo¬ 
dation through Airbnb. Not only is it 
a cheaper option than a hotel, but 
taking over someone’s home for a few 
nights (while they’re elsewhere) gives 
you the insider’s view to a city. 

Our cosy little apartment is on the 
fourth floor of a beautiful building in 
the artistic area of Montmartre. Once 
home to the likes of Renoir, the area 
has retained its bohemian feel, with 
quaint cafes and cobbled streets so 
narrow, you can almost shake hands 
with the family living opposite. 

The Parisians might have a reputa¬ 
tion for being austere but even if you’re 
a first-time visitor, there’s something 
comforting about the city’s landscape. 
Perhaps it’s because the iconic struc¬ 
tures seem so familiar. 

Take the Arc de Triomphe, the 19th 
century monument Napoleon com¬ 
missioned to celebrate his own victory 
- standing proud at the end of the vast 
Champs Elysees, and the Eiffel Tower, 
of course - a symbol of the city. 

We amble down to the famous wa¬ 
terway that snakes its way through 
the city and watch boats packed with 
holidaymakers drift beneath bridges, 


before moving onto the well-heeled 
6th arrondissement (Paris is made up 
of 20 administrative districts) of St 
Germain des Pres. 

Admittedly, we didn’t realise how 
affluent the area was until my boy¬ 
friend’s beer arrives, at a cost equiva¬ 
lent to £8. It’s a one-off, we tell our¬ 
selves, and direct our attention to 
people watching from our street-side 
perch, observing the elegantly 
dressed waiting staff wafting around 


the immaculately-coiffed clientele. 

Thirst quenched, we make our way 
to the Pantheon, an impressive neo¬ 
classical dome that overlooks the city 
from its relatively quiet position in the 
Latin Quarter on the Left Bank and, 
behind it, find the picturesque St 
Etienne du Mont, where Owen Wilson 
waits to be taken back to the Jazz Age 
in Woody Allen’s Midnight In Paris. 

While walking back to our flat, we 
come across a great little bar called Le 


Commerce on Rue des Martyrs in 
Montmartre. Bruno, the owner, 
couldn’t have been more generous, 
keeping us well stocked with herby 
wedges, olives and cold meats, all on 
the house while we enjoy a frosted 
glass of wine that set us back around 
£3 each. It could have been the wine 
or the walking, or both, but that 
night, we sleep soundly. 

The next day, feeling refreshed, we 
pick up warm baguettes and potent

cheese and walk to the 17th century 
Palais-Royal, for a picnic in the grounds 
among pink rose bushes, striking foun¬ 
tains and tree-lined walkways. It’s also 
opposite the Louvre, one of the world’s 
largest museums, which houses Leon¬ 
ardo da Vinci’s Mona Lisa. 

We pass the glass pyramid that dom¬ 
inates the courtyard at the museum’s 
entrance and head towards the 14th 
century Gothic cathedral of Notre 
Dame. But not without stopping off at 
the charming shops that sit facing the 
Seine along the Ouai de la Megisserie. 

That evening, we journey back to 
Montmartre and make our way, via 
the steep cobbled steps and the love 
wall’ in Place des Abbesses (where I 
love you is daubed in an array of dif¬ 
ferent languages), to the Artists’ 
Square in Place de Tertre where the 
likes of Picasso used to live. 

To this day, artists still set up their 
easels to paint tourists, but we de¬ 
cline the offer of an (undoubtedly un¬ 
flattering) caricature in favour of 
light bite in a lovely old restaurant, 
and watch the world pass by as dusk 
creeps in. 

It’s the perfect way to say au revoir 
to the city and return home with a 
few spare pennies in our pockets.

SELMA (12A, 128 mins) 
Drama/Romance 

MORE than 45 years after the 
assassination of Martin Luther King 
Jr, director Ava DuVernay honours 
the memory of the leader of the US 
Civil Rights Movement with this 
impassioned biopic. While there 
are lingering doubts about the 


historical accuracy of Selma, the 
emotional wallop the film delivers 
is beyond question. 

In particular, the recreation of the 
iconic march over the Edmund 
Pettus Bridge chills the blood. 

Wilkinson brings a touch of 
desperation to the most powerful 
man on Capitol Hill. 

Luther King Jr had a dream and 
through the lens of DuVernay’s film, 
we are minded that we must all 
continue to chase it. 

SHAUN THE SHEEP MOVIE 

(U, 85 mins) Animation/Family/ 
Comedy/Action 

BRISTOL-based Aardman Studios 
works its stop-motion animated 
magic on a colourful big screen 
adventure for the mischievous 
sheep, who first appeared in 
Wallace and Gromit’s 1995 
escapade A Close Shave and has 
been baad to the bone in a 


self-titled CBBC series since 2007. 

Stop-motion visuals burst with 
colour and action sequences are 
orchestrated with mind-boggling 
technical precision. 

There are some lovely interludes 
here like Shaun’s temporary 
incarceration in an animal shelter, 
which also houses a psychotic cat 
from the same litter as Hannibal 
Lecter and a dog with BARK and 
BITE tattooed on its knuckles. 

As with other Aardman offerings, 
the animators’ imprints are 
occasionally visible in the expres¬ 
sive clay protagonists, which is part 
of the film’s undeniable charm. 

JUPITER ASCENDING (12A, 

127 mins) 

Sci-Fi/Fantasy/Action/Romance 

HOLLYWOOD needs - but 
probably couldn’t afford - more 
filmmakers like Lana and Andy 
Wachowski. In 1999, the Chicago- 


born siblings pioneered the 
slow-motion “bullet time” effect in 
The Matrix and its impenetrable 
sequels. The Wachowskis are 
daredevils, willing to go out on a 
limb to realise their epic visions, 
even if the limb snaps under the 
weight of their bold ambition. 

The bough certainly breaks 
during Jupiter Ascending, a 
bombastic space opera with a 


muddled narrative glued together 
by jaw-dropping digital trickery. 

In 3D and IMAX, the writer- 
directors serve up a feast for the 
senses, choreographing aerial 
battles at dizzying speed to the 
propulsive clatter of Michael 
Giacchino’s score.

verything s coming up roses

I DON’T want to put a dampener on 
romance, but I really begrudge my 
husband paying a fortune for roses on 
Valentine’s Day when the same mon¬ 
ey could have gone on a living rose 
that I can plant in my garden and en¬ 
joy for years to come. 

There are many types of roses but if 
you want to plant them among other 
specimens in beds and borders, then 
English Roses by David Austin are 
probably best, they are repeat-flower¬ 
ing, reliable and often disease resist¬ 
ant. Good red roses are difficult to 
breed. 

The challenge is to get a good com¬ 
bination of both fragrance and health 
and dark red roses in particular are 
subject to burning in the sun. But if 
you have your heart set on one, look 
out for Darcey Bussell, a compact, 
bushy variety which flowers all sum¬ 
mer, producing clusters of rosette¬ 
shaped flowers of deep crimson and a 
fruity scent. It’s ideal for a smaller 
garden, a narrow border or even a 
large pot. 

I always find red a hard colour to 
match, preferring the pinks and pas¬ 
tel shades of other English roses in¬ 
cluding the fragrant Gertrude Jekyll, 
which I grow up in my mixed border 
with Clematis Nelly Moser, a beauti¬ 
ful pink and white-striped hybrid. To¬ 
gether, they provide a stunning dis¬ 
play in June and beyond. 

Roses are hungry feeders, so make 
sure you add plenty of organic matter 
such as well-rotted manure or com¬ 
post to the soil before planting, dig¬ 
ging a hole much bigger than the 


roots so that they can easily spread 
out and make sure the surrounding 
soil is cultivated, not compacted, or 
the roots won’t spread. When plant¬ 
ed, the base of the stems should be 
about 3in (7.5cm) below ground level. 

Newly-planted roses will also need 
to be kept well watered when they are 
trying to establish. Add rose fertiliser 
in March or April, at the start of the 


growing season, and again in June to 
repeat-flowering varieties and mulch 
them with compost in spring. 

All roses need four or five hours of 
sunshine a day during the growing 
season to thrive, although some can 
take more shade than others. Avoid 
areas where there are overhanging 
branches and dry places where there 
would be too much competition from 


the roots of other trees and shrubs. 
Climbing roses such as Tess of the 
D’Urbervilles Climbing should do well 
on an open north-facing wall. 

The taller English Roses will add 
height and structure to the mixed 
border without the need for staking, 
while the more compact varieties are 
perfect for the front of the border. It is 
particularly important to plant roses 


in small groups in the border as this 
will create the most pleasing effect. 

If you need to fill in space, good an¬ 
nuals which will combine well with 
roses include love-in-a-mist such as 
Nigella Miss Jekyll or the feathery 
Cosmos bipinnatus, with its large sin¬ 
gle flowers in white, pink and purple. 

And then, we come to pruning - but 
that’s a story for another day.

AS a retired arable farmer I read 
your article in KoS last week with 
great interest.

No, that 
just disappeared. In my case, over

Milk marketing, horticulture, 
fishing - it was a classic cock up 
where we had the biggest and 
finest fleets on the planet until 
Europe took over and bought our 
fishermen to their knees. 

Apple and pear production - all 
ruined by eurocrats. 

No, the sooner we are out, the 
better for all. We had an Empire 
that we traded with and now that 
old Empire is strong and growing 
and we are trading strongly with 
those nations and we do not have 
to pay for the privilege of doing so.

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FIAT knew it had a winner with the retro 500 su¬ 
permini, and has since sought to turn ‘Cinque- 
cento’ into a sub-brand - without worrying too 
much, apparently, about how much family resem¬ 
blance there is. 

First we had the 500L MPV or people carrier se¬ 
ries, which lacks the looks of its little sister, but 
more than makes up through space efficiency. 

And we will soon see the 500 line-up’s crosso¬ 
ver/SUV contender. 

Called the 500X, there is very little similarity 
with the 500 supermini or 500L, but for a broadly 
similar front end, but it certainly has style enough 
to slug it out with rivals like the Renault Captur 
and Nissan Juke. 

Fiat also seems keen to ensure that it can ‘talk 
the talk’ more than some of its ilk by offering de¬ 
cent 4x4 power for those who want it - rather in 
the way the Italian brand does for the Panda. 

So the 500X will come in rugged off-road Cross or 
Cross Plus spec, or as a front-wheel drive urban run¬ 
about labelled Pop, Pop Star or Lounge, with a high 
level of personalisation offered to all customers. 

Typically for Fiat, there will also be an ad¬ 
vanced powertrain line-up, including a class¬ 
leading nine-speed automatic transmission and a 
range of petrol and diesel options across both

front and all-wheel drive versions. 

Fiat claims it has successfully carried over the 
retro interior styling of the 500 itself, but added 
new switchgear and 5.0 or 6.5-inch touch¬ 
screen Uconnect infotainment systems on all 
versions, but for the entry level Pop. As the name 
suggests, this is compatible with smartphones 


after the relevant Apple or Android Uconnect 
apps are downloaded. 

Practicality comes from a generous 350-litre 
boot, which can be extended by the 
‘Fold&Tumble’ rear seats and fold-flat front pas¬ 
senger seat. 

Fiat 500X prices start at £14,595.

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Vauxhall Corsa - revolution by evolution 


Latest and most sophisticated incarnation yet of Vauxhairs big-selling supermini 
defies any suggestion the brand has not been ambitious, writes Steve Loader... 


I F you count its 1983 debut in 
the UK as the Nova, the 
Vauxhall Corsa is now in its fifth 
generation. 

Some might query that 
numbering though because, by 
VauxhalFs own admission, the latest 
Corsa (from £8,995) represents 
“evolution rather than revolution”. 

To be fair though, market research 
suggested this course when Vauxhall 
set out to replace its three or 
five-door supermini star, a point 
underpinned by robust sales in the 
twilight of the old Corsa’s production 
run - 84,000 sales in its final year, 
making Britain the Nol Corsa 
market, with Germany a laggardly 
no2 with 50,000. 

So exterior and internal dimen¬ 
sions are pretty much identical, 
though there is more room front and 
back and all body panels except the 
roof are new, benefiting from smart 
family styling cues evident on the 
bigger Astra and Insignia. 

Nothing much new about the 
underpinnings either, since there was 
not much wrong about the Corsa’s 
chassis and handling, but this new 
model has been tuned to UK roads - 
officially some of the worst in Europe, 
and likely to be worse after winter. 



Where the UK’s second best-selling 
supermini, after the Ford Fiesta - the 
UK’s Nol selling car overall - did 
need help was in the engine depart¬ 
ment, and that’s clearly where the 
big money has been spent. 

The undoubted star here is a 
first-of-a-generation of all-new 


Vauxhall engines, a three-cylinder 
1.0-litre turbocharged petrol engine 
and six-speed gearbox in 9 OPS 
(89bhp) or 115PS (114bhp) tune 
with fuel and emissions saving Start/ 
Stop technology. 

‘Three-pot’ units are a Holy Grail for 
manufacturers, being cheap to build, 


lighter and more compact, and 
delivering many operating efficiencies. 

Unfortunately, they can also be 
noisy so-and-sos, because of the 
inherent imbalance of an odd 
number of cylinders -1 previously 
described one such engine as 
sounding like angry pheasants caged

under the bonnet. 

No such ‘fowl-up’ with the Corsa 
though; the engineers have done a 
wonderful job of smoothing the 
eccentricities of three pistons driving 
the crankshaft, to create an engine 
that is refined, lively and economical. 

Added to that is a fun element that 
makes this unit attractive to 
cash-strapped younger buyers, 
whether installed in the Corsa itself, 
or its posh handbag/manbag class 
MINI-rivalling Adam sister model, or 
VauxhalFs new city car, arriving 
soon and reviving the old Viva name. 

This entertainment comes in the 
form of light but responsive steering, 
and a crisp gearchange well able to 
make use of a thick band of power 
from low down the rev range; this is a 
little car you can press on with if 
necessary while also cruising on the 
motorway... Operation Stack allowing.

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Car registrations 
hit 10-year high

I F car registrations are 
anything to go by then the 
UK economy, helped by 
growing business and 
consumer confidence, is 
really motoring. 

According to the industry’s 
mouthpiece, the SMMT (Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders) there were 2,476,435 
new cars registered in the UK 
last year - the most in a calen¬ 
dar year since 2004. 

It was also the fourth-largest 
figure of all time, with the UK 
market growing 9.3 per cent 
ahead of 2013, contrasting with 
an EU average of 5.7 per cent, 
and also making us the EU’s 
second largest motor market, 
behind Germany and ahead of 
France, Italy and Spain. 

And while city cars and 
superminis now dominate sales 
due to the drive to economise 
and downsize, there was 
relatively huge growth in the 
plug-in car market - electrics 
and hybrids - from 3,586 units 
in 2013 to 14,498 in 2014. 

SMMT chief executive Mike 
Hawes said: “UK new car 
registrations returned to 
pre-recession levels in 2014, as 
pent-up demand from the 




recession years, combined with 
confidence in the economy, saw 
consumer demand for the latest 
models grow consistently and 
strongly. 

“The year was particularly 
strong for alternatively-fuelled 
vehicles as increased choice, 
coupled with a growing desire 
for reduced costs and greater 
efficiency, resulted in a quadru¬ 


pling of plug-in car registrations 
over 2013. With a variety of new 
plug-in models expected in 2015, 
this area of the market will 
continue to grow significantly. 
For the market as a whole, we 
expect a more stable 2015 as 
demand levels off.” 

The rising trend of recent 
years has also been driven by 
flexible financing and, notably, 


the boom in the PCP (Personal 
Contract Plan) schemes that 
help motorists work out exactly 
what their monthly motoring 
budget will be. 

Many would-be buyers have 
also realised that buying a more 
economical and modern new car 
is a morale-boosting way to use 
savings, which may be earning 
little or no interest at present.

OARING motoring costs 
have driven a rapid 
downshift in the car size 
we prefer. 

Fuel, insurance, greater 
environmental awareness, and 
punitive road tax on larger cars, 
have all played their part in turning 
us away from the typical family car, 
once epitomized by those ubiquitous 
Fords, the Cortina, Sierra and 
Mondeo, and squeezing us into 
family hatchbacks first, and now 
superminis.

Caring for your new 15-Reg motor

WNERS used to service 
and maintain their own 
cars as much as 
possible, but it’s now 
largely left to the 
professionals 

And though modern cars are far 
more reliable than ever before, we 
still have a tendency to ignore 
faults and stretch service intervals 
longer than we ought to, endanger¬ 
ing the warranty and provenance 


of the vehicle when we come to sell 
- and that could cost you money. 

So, having bought a new 15-Reg 
car: 

■ Stick to the service record. Get 
it serviced at the correct mileages 
or annually and ensure the 
servicing book is stamped up, 
although many motor marques are 
switching to centralised digital 
records. 

■ Read the warranty thoroughly 
to ensure there are no possible 
pitfalls that could endanger the 


guarantee. 

■ Act on recalls from the 
manufacturer, even if they do not 
relate specifically to safety - it will 
help maintain the warranty and 
future saleability of the car. 

■ Buying new or having a MOT 
certificate once the car is three 
years old does not guarantee the 
car’s safety and reliability - even if 
has just passed its MOT test. 
Problems can arise at any time and 
must be checked as soon as 
possible. 


■ Check lights regularly for 
safety and legality. Get used to 
‘Lighting up’ in the garage or when 
you are nosed in or backed up to a 
wall. 

■ Check tyres - including the 
spare - monthly, and that includes 
the correct pressures. Though the 
legal tread depth is 1.6mm, most 
motoring authorities advise 
replacement at 2mm, especially in 
winter conditions. 

■ Keep oil, windscreen washer, 
coolant, power steering, clutch and 


brake fluid levels topped up without 
over-filling, and make those checks 
on level ground. Don’t wait for 
warning lights; it could be too late 
to prevent damage or compromise 
safety. 

■ Replace wiper blades. There is 
little point in keeping the washer 
topped up if the blades are worn or 
split. And if the windscreen is 
covered with bugs and grease, 
don’t expect the washer and wipers 
to do the job for you - use a spray 
and elbow grease.

'Eco' stands for 
economy too 


E nvironmental 

considerations have been 
the driving force behind 
making our cars more 
eco-friendly, but savvy 
drivers now know that going green 
also saves money. 

Many new models not only help 
to offset ever-rising fuel bills, but 
also lower or even remove road tax 
bills altogether. The latest tax 
bandings range from zero for cars 
with the lowest C02 emissions 
(below lOOg/km) right up to 
£1,065 a year for gas guzzling 
limos or 4x4s. 

Naturally, anyone spending 
£50,000-100,000 on a car won’t 
worry about small change like that, 
but most of us like saving a few 
quid on fuel and tax while also 
doing our bit for the environment. 

Longer term, electric cars may be 
the answer, but battery technology 
must catch up and the emissions 
argument for electric is misleading. 

Until we have zero emission 
power stations, electric cars simply 
transfer the C02 and noxious gas 
output from exhaust pipe to 
belching chimney. Production of 
hydrogen to power our cars raises a 
similar dilemma. 


Are hybrids the answer then? 
Well, they tend to be dearer 
upfront, but the savings in running 
costs and tax can be significant 
and particularly for company car 
drivers. 

On the other hand, conventional 
internal combustion engine 
running costs and emissions are 
falling while efficiency increases. 

In fact, things are moving so fast 
that you marvel at what 
Government prodding has 
achieved. 

Most carmakers now have an eco 
sub-brand, but weigh potential 
long-term savings against upfront 
cost - if you don’t cover enough 
miles to make the fuel savings 
offset the eco car’s purchase price, 
conventional alternatives may be a 
better bet. 

Don’t ignore petrol cars either; 
the higher price of diesels and the 
fuel at the pumps must be com¬ 
pared with new small capacity low 
emission/consumption yet lively 
turbocharged petrol engines. 

And if you are considering a 
supermini or family hatchback, it’s 
probably best to avoid diesel 
completely unless covering 
‘galactic’ mileages.

Crack the 
colour code 

W HITE has enjoyed a recent surge in popularity 
to become the nation’s favourite car colour 
after years in the doldrums. 

Almost a quarter of new cars registered in 
2014 were white, the most since records 
began, and up from less than one per cent a decade ago. 

It just goes to prove how hard it is to read the colour code 
and pick a colour you like and is also trendy, yet will still 
be saleable later on. 

After all, you don’t want a dud colour that saddles you 
with a car that then becomes hard to sell on or part 
exchange later, like houses once blighted by one of those 
hideous 1970s bathroom suites, like Acid Green’ and 
‘Latte Brown’. 

White’s return is one of the great comebacks in car 
fashion though, and is revealed by new figures from the 
motor industry body, the SMMT (Society of Motor Manu¬ 
facturers and Traders). 

These show white was the most popular colour for new 
cars registered in the UK in 2014 for the second year 
running - accounting for 2,476,435 or 22.2 per cent of last 
year’s new motors. 

Maybe it’s a sign of global warming and hotter summers, 
causing car buyers to choose white because it reflects the 
heat, as well as handling wear and tear and mechanical 
car washes well. 

If heat is a factor then black’s No2 position could be in 
jeopardy; never far off the top places, it took 19 per cent of 
the market last year, followed by grey metallic (14 per cent) 
at No3, but silver - once a strong leader - has now fallen 
back to sixth place.
